DETAILED ACTION 
CLAIMS 
Summary 

Claims 1,28,33,35,38,41,46 and 49 are the independent claims under 
consideration in this Office Action. 

Claims 2-27,29-32,34,36,37,39,40,42-45,47,48 and 50-52 are the dependent 
claims under consideration in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3,7-9,13-15,33,41-44,46,48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Azulay (6,517,651). 

Azulay teaches a method of forming a garment including providing a material 
with raw edges and sealing and trimming the edges with a heat meltable tape 40 for 
providing a finished look and a controlling of the raw edges. The method includes 
providing the material, cutting the shape of the garment portion and then providing a 
bead or tape of material having heat sealable qualities and heating this to seal the free 
edges of the fibers. 
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Claims 1-4,13-15,28,33,38 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Isoe et al. (5,124,190). 

Isoe et al teach a method of forming a garmenf including a providing a material 
with raw edges and sealing and trimming the edges with a heat meltable bead of 
material 23 for providing a finished look and a controlling of the raw edges. The method 
includes providing a sheet of material (figure 1) and defining and cutting the material for 
forming a plurality of garment part blanks and providing a bead of heat sealable material 
on portions of the sheet material. The garment parts are cut and sewn and heat-sealed 
for sealing the free edges of the fibers. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 35-37 and 49-52 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 5,6,10-12,16-27,29-32,34,39,40,45 and 47 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

PERTINENT CITATIONS 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Fottinger et al., Crosby, Shimi and Larson illustrate heat 
meltable trim or materials for use on fabrics or garments.
